Both shared an open ambition. for 
power; beth were Jews;. both had 
most apparent 
characteristic. = : 
And both had a noble ambition to do 
well in the service of the State, and 
were prepared to suffer—and did suf- 
fer—many' reverses in the attainment 
of that ambition. — 

Mr. Hore-Belisha is probably th 
most oustanding example in our time 
of a man who succeeded in obtaining 
preferment in the Ministry without the 
background of ancestry; because he 
believed in himself. - 

I remember him first when he came 
to the House of Commons just after 
the war. He had served with distinc- 
tlon in that fight, been mentioned in 
despatches for valour, and had the ad- 
ditional cachet of having been in 1919 
president of the Oxford Union. 

There he wooed the arts of oratory 
(and, indeed, of publicity), which stooc 
him in good stead when, as a young 
Liberal, he apvealed to the Devonport 
division in 1923 to elect him as no 
Liberal. : 


COACH-AND-FOUR 


There was a story, not denied, that 
Mr. Hore-Belisha won a great deal 
of money against the bank at a 
French casino, and dedicated this un- 
expected fortune to the furtherance 
of an ambition he had always had to 
obtain eminence in political life. .° 

He is, of course, a rich man in -his 
own right now. ; 

His election at Devonport was a 
fair example. of his spectacular 
methods::..He engaged a coach-and- 
four and drove it-round the streets of 
his constituency day by day. Wher- 
ever a tcrowd could . be. gathered he 
would blow .@ fanfare on the post- 
horn, and having ‘brought together by 
this means the men and women from 
the surrounding houses, he addressed 
them from the box seat on the object 
of his election. 

Were his methods un-English or 
wrong? Well, his constituents seem 
to_have_stuck_to_him, 


House of Commons with the success 
of a spectacular election upon him, 
determined as never a man was be- 
fore to secure high office by the joint 
aids of advertisement and ability. - 

He was then still a very young 
man as politiclans: go, ‘ebullient, 
pushful, not obliged to slave for his 
bread and butter.

His first reward came in 1931, when 
he was appointed Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, an 
office in which statistical knowledge 
enabled him, .for the first (ime, to 
adorn the Front Bench of. the House 
of Commons, with prescient com- 
petence, in replying to inquiries. : 

It may be said of him very truly at 
this time, as at all times during his 
career, that no personal relaxations, no 
pleasures of the body or mind. were 
able to divert him from the attainment .

“Congratulate me. I have just gpt rid 
of my wife.” ; 

Later, when the neighbours be- 
came persistent in their inquiries, he 
displayed a letter and a_ telegram 
signed in his wife’s name.

“TI am leaving with another man 
to whom I was married before I met 
you.”

SCARCITY 
OF COAL 
IN BERLIN 


The scarcity of coal in Berlin, where 
shopkeepers now get one-third of their 
usual supply, has hit the population 
terribly hard in this severe winter. 
The ice has closed all canals, and the 
railways are used for supplies tu the 
Western Front. In these circumstan- 
ces drastic action has been decided on. 

Every Sunday, when, railway traffic 
is not so great as‘on weekdays, speci~ 
al trains will carry coal to the capital 
and all big towns. All members of the 
Nazi organizations, including the Hit- 
ler: Youth, are required to unload the 
trains voluntarily and take the coal.to 
the retailers, from whom citizens must 
fetch it themselves.
